NO. 6|86-CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 8(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 
1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that it is necessary m the public interest so 
to do, hereby exempts the goods specified in column 
(2) of the Table hereto annexed, when imported into 
India, from— 

(a) so much of that portion of the duty of cus¬ 
toms leviable thereon under the First Sche¬ 
dule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 
1975), as is in excess of the amount calcu¬ 
lated at the rate of 15 per cent ad valorem ; 
and 
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(b) the whole of the additional duty leviable 
thereon under section 3 of the said Customs 
Tariff Act, 

subject to the following conditions, namely 

(i) the importer, at the time of clearance produces 

a certificate from an officer not lower in 
rank than a Joint Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Department of Tourism 
to the effect that the goods imported are 
required for initial setting up of a hotel or 
for substantial expansiomof a. hotel, duly 
approved by that Department; and 

(ii) the importer produces evidence to the satis¬ 
faction of the Assistant Collector of Customs 

• v * : * *'• within Wo* years from the date of importa¬ 
tion or within such extended period as the 
Assistant Collector of Customs may allow, 
to the effect that the goods have been 
actually used for the purpose specified in (i) 
abovel.
